NANT THE WORK [ILLEG] ADDRESSES CONSERVATIVE CONCERNS REGARDING THE 
LEADERSHIP [ILLEG] OF THE PARTY, BUT IT WAS CLEARLY REFORMIST IN NATURE, 
PROVIDING A BASIS FOR FUTURE REFORM. 
PRESS INDICATES ZHAO WILL REMAIN PREMIER UNTIL NEXT 
SPRING, EVEN IF CONFIRMED AS PARTY SECRETARY. IF TRUE, THIS 
SUGGESTS DECISIONS ON KEY POSITIONS REMAIN CONTENTIOUS.
